The senator added that in taking 


over the task of procuring- the 
rails UNRRA obtained a specia 
priority from the War Assets Ad- 
ministration "with the understand- 
ing they were to be sent to China 
and nowhere else" and proceedec 
to freeze all available supplies.

changes had been made in plans 
so that of 10,789 tons of rails 
and accessories acquired, a tota! 
of 8,251 tons, valued at $337,348 
had been assigned to Yugoslavia 
At that time, 2,538 tons, valued 
at $112,661, had been earmarked 
in warehouses for China.

American surplus stocks in Europe 
but with no apparent success. 


In July UNRRA director F. H. 


LaGuardia ordered a halt to ship- 
ments of all except necessary food- 
stuffs to China, but Bridges said 
he does not believe this move lay 
behind the diversion of the rails 
to Yugoslavia.

Wants Shipments Stopped 


Because of the maritime strike,

Science to Give a 
Boon to the Ladies, 
Permanent Hair-Do

Chicago, Sept. 9.— (AP) 
A 


new hair-do, 
claimed 
to 
give 


every woman permanent curls, re- 
gardless 
of 
deficiencies 
which 


have kept some hair straight, was 
reported to the American Chemi- 
cal Society today. 


The process is not a secret for- 


mula, but is based on the action 
of the sulphur which forms part 
of all human hair. The report was 
made by Dorothy 
Sanford and 


Fred L. Humoller of the Raymond 
Laboratories, to St. Paul. 


They explained 
that 
human 


hair made principally of keratin, 
a fibrous protein. The fibers link 
together, end to end to make a 
long chain. There are two kinds 
of links fastening 
the 
Keratin- 


fibers together. One of these is 
the form of sulphur known as ' 
cystine. 


In waving or curling-hair, these 


sulphur links are broken, by tak- 
ing oxygen out of the cystine, and 
after the sulphur links 
are re- 


established by adding oxygen. 


It is while a woman's hair has 


the cystine or sulphur links brok- 
en, that the hairdresser winds the 
tresses around small curlers. At 
that point, if no sulphur link is 
present, the keratin fibers slide 
over each other and bend, thus 
producing a curl. 


If next the sulphur link is re-,, 


stored, it locks the curl in place 
and a real permanent is the re- 
sult. The difficulty has been that 
the sulphur-cystine part of hair 
varies from woman to woman. 
The sulphur links de not ail break 
at the same time, nor return for 
their locking job at the right time. 


The new chemical process de- 


termines how many of the sulphur 
links are ready to do a curling 
job, and shows when enough ar« 
ready for making a permanent. 


This is done by the use of two 


cold solutions, one taking about 
four minutes to break th« sulphur
